Extending the time of declaring the pool to November Ut gives two Boards the oppor- 
tnnity to paes on it. The old Board has the right to declare the pool olT prior to October Ist, 
if ia tbair Jadgaaat tbey daoa it beat. Tba new Board alactad about October let aod repre- 
saatiag the will of tboae wbo bare Jast aleeted tbea, will bare tbe right to declare tbe pool otT 
on or before November let.
